Such a policy, if adopted by congress, 
would, aa has been well understood here, rem 
Olutionize the transportation business of the 
country and destroy the prosperity of some 
Gities, while upbuilding others, and take 
away the great natural advantages enjoyed 
by certain cities like Chicago and New York 

The commission, in an opinion given to (he 
interstate commerce committes teday, held 
. briefly as follows: 

There is no constitutional objection to thee 
imposition of à reasonable rate to all ports, 
irrespective of thé question of distance. The 
claim that if the government is authorised 
make rates it must make them on the dis- 


decisions of the Bupreme court or by tie 
opinions of leading constitutional lawyers. 
‘The government has the right to mah the 
same kind of rate as is made by the rail 
roada.”’ 

 Gommission’s View Explained.
